A mining company with headquar- 
ters in Los Angeles, but backed by a 
lot of Pittsburgh millionaires, wanted 
to buy a mule. E. A. Wardwell, man- 
ager of the mine was sent to negotiate 
the bargain. 

He found a mule in a Los Angeles 
stock yard that was lean and run down 
from the effects of an over-long tooth. 
Wardwell bought the mule and had the 
tooth filed off, knowing the mule would 
immediately fatten up. 
He got as far as Monrovia, when Dr.
